Shortly following the sister’s 
death, Coleman, she said, had sought 
to marry her. They lived for consid- 
erable: while beneath the same roof at 
No. 238, she keeping house and caring 
for the children. 

After much striving for marriage, 
she told the plain clothes men, Cole- 
man came from uptown recently with 
a marriage ficense, demanding mar- 
riage. Upon her refusal, she stated, he 
began writing threatening letters and, 
on Oné occasion, came to her home with 
‘a pistol, ‘threatening death ‘If/stie’ re- 
fused. centneieemmnemeitieass.| 

Loitering on Street. 

Bullard and Shaw suggested that she 
issue. a. peace warrant against the 
man. While they were talking, a 
member of the household ran from the 
hallway, and, in an excited voice, de- 
clared Coleman was loitering in front 
of the residence. The plain clothes 
men stepped to the street, Coleman 
walking rapidly up Woodward avenue. 

He was overtaken. Bullard advised 
him to agree to stop molesting Miss 
Lovvorn. Either that, he was told, or 
go to prison. 

“This kind of business will eventu- 
ally send you to the penitentiary,” 
Bullard told him. “Why, even now, 
you've got a pistol] in your pocket.” 

“I know it,” Coleman answered 
frankly.

Senator’s Fever Not So High. 
X-Ray Is to Be Used on 
the Broken Rib.

Washington, February 5.—(Special.) 
Senator Bacon's condition was slightly 
improved tonight, his temperature be- 
ing slightly under 101, a drop of 2 de- 
grees. Dr. James Dudley Morgan, his 
attending physician, has not yet deter- 
mined the cause of his illness. 

“The kidneys are involved, but 
whether this infection is primary or 
secondary has not yet been deter- 
mined,” he said. “If it is a secondary 
infection, the broken rib may account 
for the condition. We are keeping 
that in mind. A microscopic examina- 
tion of the blood disposes of the the- 
ory of typhoid or malaria.” 

Senator Bacon’s ailment has been a 
baffling one, and several other physi- 
cians have been called into consulta- 
tion by Dr. Morgan, but have not yet 
agreed what is the primary cause of 
his condition. 

Physicians will subject the senator 


“to an X-ray examination to ascertain 
‘if he is suffering inflammation of the 
‘rib, which recently was fractured when 
“the senator fell in a bath tub.

New York, February 5.—Hans Schmidt 
was found guilty today of murder in 
the first degree for killing Anna Au- 
muller, a young woman he had married 
through a self-performed ceremony 
while acting as a priest at St. Joseph’s 
Roman Catholic church. The penalty 
is death in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing prison. Schmidt will be sentenced 
Wednesday. 

Schmidt, whose defense was insanity, 


pronounced. 
clared himself guilty and had pleaded 
that he be punished by death. Later 
he protested against the insanity de- 
fense advanced by his counsel, and to- 
night said he would not assist them in 
any way if they prepared an appeal. 

“TIT would rather die tonight than to- 
morrow,” he said. (Tt is as it should 
be and as I wish. it.” 

Second Trial of Schmidt. 

This was the second trial and the 
jury was out a few minutes less than 
five hours. At the first trial the jury 
disagreed. Alienists supplied most of 
the testimony at both trials. Schmidt’s 
counsel late today hoped that if he was 
not acquitted on the grounds of mental 
unsoundness, the degree of guilt fixed 
by the jury would be second degree 
murder. The jurors, sending out for 
instructions shortly after retiring, were 
informed by Justice Vernon M. Davis 
that they could, if they wished, pro- 
nounce a verdict less severe than death. 

A. G. Koelble, of Schmidt’s counsel, 
after the verdict asserted that owing 
to the former priest’s persistent silence 
concerning the crime, it had not been 
possible to place all facts before the

Anna Aumuller’s body was cut up 
with a knife in Schmidt’s flat Septem- 
ber 2, and the pieces, in several bun- 
dles, were dropped into the Hudson 
river, where most of them were found 
befere suspicion was directed against 
Schmidt. Schmidt, in nis confession, 
said he was commanded Dy his patron 
saint to make a “sacrifice” of the girl's 
life. 

Dr. Ernest A. Muret, a_ dentist, 
Schmidt’s friend and companion, who 
was arrested shortly after the ex-priest 
was accused of murder, in October was 
sentenced to seven years in prison after 
his conviction for counterfeiting. 

Schmidt declared at Muret’s trial that 
it was he, and not Muret, who planned 
the counterfeiting operations.

Sam Norris, Waiting Trial for 
Killing Wife and Young Den- 
nis, Dies in Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga., February 5.—(Special.) 
Sam J. Norris, white, the near beer 
dealer who about three weeks ago 
killed his wife and young William 
Dennis, in the Norris home, died in 
the Richmond county fail tonight. 

‘Norris, while in a crazed condition 
from a protracted drunk of more than 
three months’ duration, called young 
Dennis, his chauffeur, into the house 
while the lad was waiting to drive 
Mrs. Norris to the business section of 
town to do some shopping.

He was indicted and would have 
been put on trial next week, first, 
to determine his sanity, and, that per- 
mitting, on two charges of murder. 


He KILLED HS FRIEND 
BY MISTAKE FOR ENEMY 


George Brooks Shoots William 
Jackson in a Savannah 
Road House. 


Savannah, Ga, February 5.—Mistak- 
ing a friend for an enemy, George 
Brooks, a farmer; shot and killed VWil- 
liam Jackson at the Augusta roadhouse 
tonight. Brooks gave himself’ up. 
Ephriam Hamilton and Willle Brooks, 
the latter a son of the slayer, were 
arrested bv the county police, and are 
held as witnesses. 

The shooting followed an argument 
between Brooks and Hamilton. Brooks 
retreated to another room, took a 
loaded shotgun from the hands of his 
son, mounted a barrel and “fired 
through a small screen near the top 
of the door intervening. Through the 
screen Brooks mistook Jackson, a wit- 
ness of the previous quarrel, for Ham- 
ilton and fired, killing him. 

The slayer is a well-to-do farmer and 
is said never to have been in trouble 
before. Jackson was employed by the 
Smith & Kelly company and was re- 
garded by his neighbors as a quiet and 
harmless man. He was about 50 vears 
old.

Mayor Woodward received The Con- 
stitution’s check for $500 to be applied 
to whatever amount the city provides 
for the erection of a hospital for ne- 
groes. He explained that there is no 
way by which the city might accept 
the donation and use it along with 
money appropriated by the city. 

The check was sent to The Constitu- 
tion by a weil-Known philanthropist 
who desires that his name be Kept a 
secret. 

Deserves Thanks of City.” 

“Whoever the gentleman is, he de- 
serves the thanks of the city for his 
generous act,” Mayor Woodward said, 
“but I don’t see how it is possible for 
the city to accept the money as a gift. 

“It is the duty of the city.ef At- 
lanta tc provide for the protection of 
the health and happiness of the peo- 
ple, and not the duty of any citizen. 
Atlanta needs a hospital for the iso- 
lation of negro patients suffering with 
contagious diseases, and the city should 
spend its own money to provide such 
an institution.” 

Members of the city health board 
are as a.unit that the most important 
need of the city at the present time 
is a hospital for the isolation of pa- 
tients suffering with contagious dis- 
eases. 

Dr. R. T. Dorsey, who has been a 
member of the board for some years, 
and who has made a careful study of 
the needs of the city from the view- 
point of a physician- and citizen inter- 
ested in the health of. the people, says 
that he is of the opinion that if the 
board had sufficient funds, such dis- 
eases aS rage among negroes could be 
reduced at least i0 per cent. 

Need Urgent, Says Dorsey. 

“There is no necessity of my say- 
ing that the most urgent need of the 
board of health is a hospital for iso- 
lating contagious diseases,’ Dr. Dor- 
sey said. “Every physician and lay- 
man who has been a member of the 
board in the past realizes its impor- 
tance. 

“Ever since I- have best a member 
of the board of health the board has 
asked council for the money for build- 
ing the hospital, but we have not 
been able to get action from council. 
The trouble has been that the city 
government has never been brought 
face to face with the seriousness of 
the situation, and 1 want to thank The 
Constitution personally for exposing 
this condition to the people. 

‘In my opinion, it is high time for 
the people of Atlanta to know that 
they are in greater danger of being 
infected with scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and other diseases through their own 
servants than by infection through 
the next-door neighbor. The thing for 
the people to do is td demand that a 
part of their tax money is used to pro- 
tect life and health.” 

City Health. Officer J. P. Kennedy 
stated Thursday that the temporary 
hospital in Fort street would be ready 
within the next ten days to receive 
patients. The building is now being 
put in condition, and before the end 
of the week it will be ready for the 
beds and equipment which have already 
been purchased through ‘the comp- 
troller’s office. 

The temporary hospital will shelter 
at least ten patients in comfort. Dr.

FREE CANAL TOLLS 
MUST BE REPEALED, 


DECLARES WILSON 


President Announces He 
Will Lead Fight Against 
Clause Exempting Coast- 
wise Ships of United States. 
BITTER FIGHT EXPECTED 

OVER THE QUESTION 


Not Certain President Will 

Be Able to Carry Point. 
Wilson Holds Exemption 
Clause Violates Treaty. 


——— 


Washington, February 5.—-President 
Wilson announced today that he would 
endeavor to have repealed at the pres- 
ent session of congress that provision 
of the Panama canal act which exempts 
American coastwise ships from the pay- 
ment of tolls. He made his position 
clear to callers today in unequivocal 
terms. 

The president believes that the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty with Great Britain, 
Suarantees equality of treatment to all 
nations, including the United States. in 
the matter of tolls and that the Unit- 
ed States is in honor bound to charge 
American vessels the same tolls it im- 
poses of foreign nations, 
The president impressed upon his e¢all- 
ers that he would use every legitimate 
influence at his disposal to have the 
exemption clause eliminated from the 
Panama canal act. 

This announcement was expected by 
atiministration leaders at the capitol. 
The president's views will be carried 
out in the house with little difficulty, 
according to Representative Adamson. 
chairman of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, who said tonight 
congress undoubtedly would act quick- 
ly by a “straight-out repeal.” 

President May Lose Fight. 

Not so certain, however, are some of 
the democratic leaders in the senate 
that the president will be sustained 
in his resolve on this question, which 
has agitated American relations with 
Great Britain for several years and has 
been a subject of internal controversy 
since the passage of the Panama canal\ 
act in August, 1912. Sehator O'Gorman. 
chairman of the tinter-oceanic cavals 
committee which had charge of the 
bill, and who led the victorious fight in’ 
the senate to exempt American coast- 
wise vessels from tolls, tonight de- 
clared his purpose to stand by his con- 
victions and fight the president's de- 
sire. 

Other senators pointed to the recent 
action of the foreign relations in rec- 
ommending the British general arbitra- 
tion treaty for extension as an indica- 
tion that the senate is ready to rescind 
its action on the tolls question, fear 
of having to submit it to arbitration 
having delayed its extension by the 
senate last summer. Senator Stone. 
who voted for the provision, has said 
he would vote for the repeal, taking the 
position that under the treaty the Unit- 
ed States still has the right to levy 
any tolls it wishes, the exemption 
should be stricken out in deference to 
international good feeling and in line 
with a desire to avoid any ill feeling 
with Great Britain. 

To Correct False Report. 

The president’s announcement grew 
out of a report that he did not seek 
action at the present congress. Sen- 
ator O’Gorman, on leaving the white 
house yesterday, said he had discussed 
the tojis question casually with the 
president, and expressed the view that 
congress could do little else at the pres- 
ent session besides passing the trust 
bills and appropriation measures. The 
president sought to make clear today 
that this was Senator O’Gorman’s owns 
impression of the legislative situation, . 
but that so far as he was concerned, 
he earnestly hoped for action at the 
present session.

UNITED STATES CALLS 
FOR PEACE CONFERENCE 


Call Issued at the Request of 
Queen Wilhelmina—Con- 


ference at Hague. 


Washington, February 5.—-The 
United States, it became known at 
the white house today, has issued a 
call for the holding of the third peace 
conference at The Hague next year. 
This government took this action, it 
is understood, at the request of Queen 
Wilhelmina of Holland. 


Failure of the next Hague conference | 


has been threatened through the neg- 
lect of some of the great powers to take 
steps necessary for the preparation of 
the program of subjects to be consid- 
ered in time to insure the assembly of 
the conference next year, according to 
the recommendations of the last confer- 


ence. 
To Prepare Lists of Subjects. 

One of the protocols adopted by that 
conference recommended that the gov- 
ernments represented appoint individu- 
al committees to prepare lists of sub- 
ects to be placed on the program for 
he meeting two years in advance of the 
actual date of assembly, which was to 
be in 1915 if the usual practice were 
followed. 

The United States promptly appoint- 
ed as its committee, Reuben Clarke, of 
Utah, then solicitor of the department 
of state; Judge Advocate General 
Crowder for the army, and Rear Ad- 
miral Wainwright, for the navy, and 
this committee has done its work. 

Few other nations, however, have 
met their obligations in this respect, 
and it was represented to Secretary 
Bryan by Senator Root a short time 
ago that some way must be found to 
hasten the agreement upon a program 
and secure the designation of a date for 
the meeting of the third conference.

In 
Germany he pointed out the benefit of 
compulsory vaccination, showing that 
to each one million inhabitants there 
never exists more than twenty-five 
cases of gmallpox. 

He also reviewed the discovery and 
-experiments relating to the develop- 
ment of the typhoid fever vaccine. 

Dr. Paulin closed his address by in- 
sisting that the popular prejudice 
against vaccination was due to igno- 
rance of the strides preventive sci- 
ence has made during recent years in 
developing a large degree of safety in 
administration of doses of vaccine.

PLEASED WITH TRIP 


Today They Will Inspect At- 
lanta’s Filtering System and 
View Stone Mountain. 


The Chicago pavment board, consisting 
of fourteen representatives, which is in

A CHALLENGE 70 ATLANTA. 

The quick success of The Constitution's 
campaign for the care and isolation of con- 
tagious diseases, whether among blacks or 
whites, illustrates with remarkable emphasis 
the value of an appeal to the people. Within 
forty-eight hours after The Constitution ex- 
posed the fact that the city made no Official 
provision for handling serious contagious 
disease among the negroes, Mayor Wood- 
ward and the health officials co-operated to 
provide a remedy that is at least a tempo- 
rary solution of the problem. With the work 
thus begun and the need officially recog- 
nized, there is little fear we shall have a 
repetition of the amazing Lambert incident. 

But the great problem underlying this 
matter of contagious diseases is yet to be 
given the proper treatment. 

Dr. W. E. Quillian, president of the city 
board of health, testifies that if it is given 
proper authority and funds the city board 
of health can cut the death rate from pre- 
ventable and contagious disease in Atlanta 
50 percent. — 

When it is remembered that a large per- 
centage of the deaths in Atlanta are trace- 
able to preventable disease, the significance 
of the statement is apparent. . 

Dr. Quillian’s assertion is a challenge to 
the intelligence of Atlanta. 

No city that is worthy the name puts 
money against life and health. 

When Atlanta is shown the way to re 
duce her mortality one-half, failure to take 
the steps indicated verges on criminality. 

Disease knows no colcr line; the sick 
negro is a menace to the white man and the 
white man’s children; some of the prevent- 
able and contagious diseases from which the 
white man suffers with comparative mild- 
ness he transfers to the more susceptible 
negro there to work tragic havoc. 

This means that from the point of view 
of health conservation both races and classes 
are in the same boat. As Jerome Jones, 
editor of The Journal of Labor, elsewhere 
on this page points out, no class in our in- 
tricate civilization can establish a Chinese 
wall around itself where disease is con- 
cerned. It is all for one and one for all. 

Atlanta has ample material on which to 
base a sanitary system that shall bring pre- 
ventable and contagious disease in this 
community to a minimum. Experts agree 
to this. 

It is only the money and the authority 
that are needed. 

The stake? 

The reduction of contagious and com- 
municable diseases one-half! 

It is folly to say that Atlanta has as low 
a@ death rate, total, or white or colored, as 
any other southern city. And for that rea 
gon the city should be content. 

If the board of health can materially re- 
duce the disease or-the death rate by the use 
of more money it is criminal not to give it 
what it needs. 

Chairman Quillian and Health 
Kennedy show the way out. 

They ask: 

“Do you want to save hundreds of lives 
annually in Atlanta? Give us the money and 


we will do it!” 
Never have the people cf this city been 
confronted by a more vital challenge!

WHITEHALL STREET. 


It is unfortunate that up to this time no 
provision has been made by the finance com-. 
mittee of council for the Whitehall street 
development work, already approved by the 
city and one section of which is completed. 

When council authorized this work a 
year ago it got the benefit of an expenditure 
of $45,000 for the meager $3,500 the city put 
into the work. The enterprise having re 
ceived the sanction of the city, every piece 
of property from Mitchell street to the rail- 
road crossing was affected and city assess- 
ments increased accordingly. One year’s in- 
crease in assessments far more than repaid 
the city for its miserly help. 

Unfortunately for the work, Alderman 
Harwell, the first ward member of the 
finance committee, was ill at the time the 
finance committee of council was deliberat- 
ing on the sheet of expenditures for this 
year. The result was that a work already 
authorized and undertaken by the city be- 
came lost in the shuffle. 

It ts unfortunate that a north and south 
side issue should have been raised over this 
matter, and it will be more unfortunate if 
the controversy is continued along that line. 

It is the duty of every member of council 
to take hold of this matter at once with the 
view of avoiding what promises to be an 
unseemly and entirely unnecessary contro- 
versy which can do no possible good to the 
city, and which may do serious damage to 
the public welfare. 

When a mistake has been made the best 
thing to do is to rectify it. A mistake has 
been made in omitting Whitehall street from 
the finance sheet and the sooner the error is 
rectified the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. 

Above all men in the city who should lead 
in behalf of this enterprise, Mayor Wood- 
ward is the first. The people of the south 
side especially have the right to expect that 
he will lend his assistance to the solution of 
this controversy, and if he takes the matter 
up with that end in view he can very 
promptly adjust it.

A LESSON FROM LOS ANGELES. 
The spirit that is going toedetermine the 
location of the federal regional reserve 
banks was vividly exemplified the other day 
by the bankers of Los Angeles, where the 
organization committee was in session. 

Now, Los Angeles and San Francisco are 
natural competitors for the distinction of 
being the commercial and financial capital 
of California. - Neither city loses a legitimate 
opportunity to “put one over” on its up- 
state or, as the case may be, down-state 
rival. 

But the bankers of Los Angeles put local 
pride in their pockets when they saw that 
if California got a regional bank it would 
probably go to San Francisco. They realized 
that if they obtruded local jealousy and di- 
vided the forces pulling for California the 
state as a whole, and Los Angeles along 
with it, stood a chance to lose the advan- 
tages that would come with the placing of a 
reserve bank within its borders. 

They told the committee, as a unit, that 
their influence was behind a bank at San 
Francisco. 

The instance of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco has been duplicated in a sense re- 
garding Atlanta’s candidacy for a regional 
bank. A large number of Georgia and south- 
ern cities have seen that Atlanta is the log- 
ical site for the southeast. They have seen 
that, as in the case of California, a division 
of forces not only would gain them nothing 
personally, but would impair the chances of 
the whole state. 

This spirit is a broad-gauged one, but it 
has also its selfish side. For it is to the 
advantage of every considerable city in 
Georgia, and the southeast, as it is to the 
advantage of every city in California, to be 
in close proximity to a regional bank. When 
Georgia cities stand for Atlanta they are, 
therefore, furthering their own interests.

His Mental Energy. 

Pendleton is an energetic man, mentally. 
The biography of Stephens necessitated an 
amount of study that would have appalled 
a person of less capacity. The task of sift- 
ing and revising, appraising and rejecting, 
was discharged with a peculiar fidelity that 
amounted almost to genius. 

This single book ise cited for in that it 
describes Pendleton, personally. He put him- 
self into that book, his writing craft, and 
it embraces a style that is clear and com- 
pelling, his instinct for truth, his dauntless- 
ness in combatting superstition hallowed by 
precedent. 

A man that showe this daring and keen 
refusal to be misled by that which is gur- 
face or specious must make a vivid trail 
upon journalism in Georgia. 

His Origins. 

The origin and early begimnings of a 
man are less pertinent than the product into 
which they have molded him. But in the 
case of Louis Pendleton they shed light 
eloquently upon the path by which he has 
come up from childhood to achievement. 

He was born at Tebeauville, Ware county, 
Georgia, during the civil war. His father 
was Philip C. Pendleton, and his mother born 
Catherine Tebeau. From his father he inher- 
ited his talent for writing. Pendleton, pere, 
edited literary magazines, both in Georgia 
and South Carolina, and newspapers in 
Georgia in ante-bellum days. 

Swedenborgian. 

His other brothers now living are A. §S. 
Pendleton, wholesale merchant, director of 
the Georgia Southern railroad and now 
president of The Macon Telegraph Publish- 
ing company; w. F. Pendleton, a bishop of 
the Swedenborgian church, at Bryn Athyn, 
Pa.; D. Pendleton, an ordained bishop 
of the/Swedenborgian church, Pittsburg, Pa. 

Louis Pendleton grew up in Valdosta, re- 
ceiving a high school education there. Later 
he made a two years’ college course in the 
College of the New Church (Swedenborgian) at 
Philadelphia. He studied modern languages 
in the school of languages, at Philadelphia, 
and spent several years in Europe. 

Editorial Work. 

Mr. Pendleton has been connected with 
the editorial staff of The Fhiladelphia Rec- 
ord, in addition to his many years’ labor as 
contributing editor of The Macon Telegraph. 
He has eentributed juvenile stories to “The 
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Youth’s Companion,” and other publications. 

His literary bent was early shown by his 

fiction writings in Georgia during his youth. 

He contributed a widely-discussed serial ro- 

mance to The Senny South, of the old cays. 
Has Many Works. 

From a standpoint of productiveness, Mr. 
Pendleton has a long lst of works to his 
credit. 

His fourteen published volumes inciude 
“The Life of Alexander H. Stephens” (Ameri- 
can Crisis biography series), 1908; “In the 
Wiregrass,” a story of southern Georgia; 
“The Sons of Ham,” a study of the southern 
race problem tm the form of a novel; “The 
Wedding Garment,” a “Tale of the Life to 
Come,” based on the idea of the future ex- 
istence presented in the writings of Emanuél 
Swedenborg;: “King Tom and. the un- 
aways,” and “In the Okefenokee,’ Georgia 
swamp stories for youths; “In the Camp of 
the Creeks,” another story for boys dealing 
with a Creek Indian outbreak in southwest- 
ern Georgia, in 1836. 

Several of his books, including “Corona 
of the Nantahalas,” a romance of the North 
Carolina mountains, have been published 
also in England. 

“The Wedding Garment” has been trans- 
‘lated and published in German and Swedish. 

“In Assyrian Tents,” a historical juvenile, 
is now being translated into German at 
‘Berlin. 

Called to Macon. 

In 1905, Mr. Pendleton, who is unmar- 
ried, established a residence with his two 
sisters at Bryn Athyn, where he lived until 
called recently to Macon to assume the ac- 
tive editorial duties ill-health had forced his 
brother to relinquish. 

The manner in which his entry into Geor- 
gia journalism has been heralded by the 
press of the state-at-large, irrespective of 
partisanship or journaliém, speaks signift- 
cantly of expert appreciation of his abilities. 

He is armed at every salient point to 
carry on and further the work of his 
brother. That is in itself high tribute. 
Equally prophetic is the zest with which 
he has entered upon his broadened field, 
vigorous with enthusiasm and inspiration 
for the opportunities for service lying ahead 
of him.

We know that as long as the 
negro mingles in quasi-social and quasi-in- 
dustrial relations with the white man, that 
it is a simple matter of self-defense for the 
white race to lay down and enforce sani- 
tary laws impartially. 

These rules apply not only to the negro, 
but to the white man as well. The white 
man housed insanitarily is a menace to the 
city. As you say, disease knows no fron- 
tiers of race, color or creed. 

The demand for our day is efficient and 
fair play for equal opportunity. No com- 
munity discharges its primary duty in these 
respects until it assures healthful living con- 
ditions for each one of its population. 

Force the property owner, by municipal 
law, to provide proper sanitary housing for 
the blacks and give them a chance, while at 
the same time protecting us.

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“An Admirable Appointment,” 
Says The Telegraph of Wade 


(From The Macon Telegraph.) 

Governor Slaton’s appointment of Peyton 
I, Wade, of Dublin, Laurens county, to the 
bench of the state court of appeals, to suc- 
ceed Judge J. R. Pottle, resigned, will be 
very generally approved. Mr. Wade's quaii- 
fications, both as an able lawyer and as a 
man of strong character, are such as to as- 
sure every observer of his fitness for the po- 
sition and to make the appointment an ad- 
mirable one. He has been widely indorsed 
by the bar of the state, with particularly 
marked warmth by the bar of Savannah and 
Augusta, and it is of significance that the 
lawyers of his own district were practically 
a unit in rendering tribute to his ability 
and high character. 

Aside from the question of fitness, the 
appointment commends itself in a territorial 
sense. South Georgia too often in the Past 
has been denied its rightful and proportion- 
ate representation among the high officers 
of the state. The appointment is welcome 
for this reason as well as a. means of 
strengthening the judiciary. 


Alaska’s Road System Com- 
pared With Those of West. 


(From “Transportation Conditions in Alas- 
ka,” by Captain James Gordon Steese, ¢. 
E., in the American Review of Reviews 
for January.) 

Arizona, the poorest state of the United 
States in wagon roads, has thirty-seven 
times as many miles of road in proportion to 
its area as Alaska. Connecticut, the state 
with the best showing, has 1760 times the 
mileage of Alaska, 
States has over 500 times as great a propor- 
tion. Of eighteen foreien countries, Aus- 
tralia, the poorest, has 155 times as much, 
and England and Wales, the greatest, have 
1840 times as much. 

In a sparsely settled country, since indi- 
viduals must travel relatively greater dis- 
tances in the processes of commercial com- 
munication, the necessary mileage per capita 
must be very great. On this basis, taking 
the states west of the Mississippi river, Alas- 
ka has less roads per capita than any. Ne- 
vada, the state whose conditions of topo- 
graphy, population, age, and industries are 
most similar to Alaska, has seven timés the 
mileage of roads per capita. 

In the matter of expenditures, Nevada is 
the only state spending as small an amount 
per square mile for roads as Alaska, while 
New Mexico, with the next smallest ex pen- 
diture, spends nearly six times as much, or 
allows for about twelve times as much road 
work per Square mile, if we consider the 
cost of labor, ete. It should also be noted 
that over large areas of Nevada, New Mexi- 
co, etc., wagon, or even automobile, travel 
can pass almost without hindrance, while in 
Alaska wheeled transportation is, in almost 
every locality/ quite impossible until roads 
have been coxstructed.

That a tidal wave of deep religion 
during Lent that will probably result 
in total abstinence in drink, as well 
as partial fasting on the part of many, 
is about to sweep over Atlanta was 
indicated in the dozens of men and 
women who phoned to the woman's 
department of the paper vesterday 
asking a correction of the dates in- 
correctly given yesterday about the 
beginning of Lent and the time of 
Easter. ’ é 

The impression, -too, that men do 
not read what goes under the frivous- 
ly accepted caption, “Society,” under 
which the dates were given incorrect- 


than a half dozen masculine voices 
were heard to ask, “What is the date 
of Ash Wednesday?’ 

The great dependence there is on 
the press, even for religious direction, 
w lso proven, in that none of the 
people who phoned could tell what the 
dates were. It was in the afternoon 
before the exact dates were told by 
one who had gone to a church almanac 
and discovered, without doubt, that 
Ash Wednesday falls on February 25 
and Easter Sunday April 12. 


How Lent Is Observed. 

The deeply religious observe Lent 
sometimes in austere fashion, eating 
eniy the collations prescribed by cer- 
tain churches; other people give up 
that upon which they are most de- 
pendent for pleasure, in the matter of 
intemperate eating or drinking; others 
give up the theater, and patronage of 
all places of amusements; others with- 
hold their names from lists in the 
paper lest their pastors see that they 
are going out during Lent when they 
have been advised to stay at home, 
and others follow the principle of the 
little Atlanta girl last year, who, be- 
ing advised she must give up some- 
thing during Lent, remarked: 

“Then I'll give up matinees; I don't 
like them, anyway.” 


Some Good Suggestions. 


“TI would suggest that during Lent 
was a goodtime to ‘build up,’ for the 
eentury requires of people a certain 


giving out of all their forces, physical- 
ly and mentally, and that time for 


spiritual reflection never comes,” said 
one well-known woman, who phoned 
to ask the date for Ash Wednesday. 

“I diet all the time, anyway,’ she 
said, “so, not eating much and ab- 
staining from exhilarating drinks 
would mean nothing to me. I do be- 
lieve, though, that my very soul would 
be helped if I could just find time 
to stay at home and take into mind 
some kind of nourishment. I don't 
have time to read. I have books and 
newspaper clippings piled up before 
me to read, without having time to 
do it, and I think I will observe Lent 
by just building up the spirit of my 
mind. It won’t be a selfish pastime. 
My family and friends will be the bet- 
ter for it. I can make myself more 
interesting to them. 

“T intend to devote the entire forty 
days to my household: to mending the 
linen; the clothes that need it; to 
planning my garden, and to getting 
the house straight for spring. It will 
save me money if I do it, and I think 
I will. At the same time I am going 
to rub tonic into my hair every night; 
take good care of my skin, and go to 
the dentist."’ 

One Way. 

One way of keeping Lent, described 
by a woman who had been educated in 
a convent, was to go to church every 
morning: perform the household duties 
after that; take a long walk alone in 
the afternoon; read some spiritual or 
scriptural work, either bearing upon 
the Old or the New Testament. In 
the evening recreation was taken in 
the home; sometimes reading aloud a 
book or play, or tn general conversa- 
tion bearing upon topics removed from 
worldly suggestion. 

Lectures are nearly always pro- 
vided in all communities on _ intel- 
lectual or spiritual subjects, and these 
prove fine for stimulating thought and 
interest in Lent. 

“TF intend to take up’ the study of 
Latin,” said one woman, “because it is 
good exercise for the mind,” but she 
was crudely interrupted by several of 
her friends, who said: “You know, no 
woman would have time Lent or any 
other time just to take up the study 
of Latin for any reason except that 
she had to do it.” 

And so on—do people talk about 
what they will do during Lent. It will 
be interesting to see what they will do.

This was evidenced on Thursday by an 
order from Judge Ben Hill to Sheriff 
him to 
bring six more convicts before the 
grand jury to testify on Friday. 

All of these convicts are colored and 
are stationed at the Roselind camp, 
which was under the charge of Luck, 
before his summary dismissal. 

The names of these convicts are as 
follows: Jim Owens, Charles Edwards, 
Frank Rice, Alonzo Woodson, Dorsey 
Richardson, Perry Praig. 

Most of these prisoners are serving 
terms of twelve months vr more. 

Upon the strength vf the disclosures 
already made, the state prison com- 
mission on Thursday took its first con- 
structive remedial step in regard to 
the alleged conditions at the Fulton 
convict camps. This was in the form 
of a recommendation, upon motion of 
EK. L. Rainey, to the Fulton 
county commissioners that the office 
of road superintendent and warden be 
divided into two offices.

Washington, February 5—An amend- 
ment by Senator Jones, of Washing- 
ton, to the agricultural extension bill, 
which would insure to negro colleges 
of the south the administration af a 
portion of the funds proposed for farm 
demonstration work, led to sharp de- 
bates in the senate today over the 
racial question. 

Senator Jones for over three hours 
defended the principle of his amend- 
ment, which was still pending when 
the senate adjourned. Senators Hoka 
Smith, of Georgia, and Vardaman, of 
Mississippi, contended that the admin- 
istration of the appropriation should 
be left in the hands of the white man 
who would “do more for the negro 
than the negro could do for himeelf.” 

Senator Vardaman Interrupts. 

Senator Jones had not proceeded far 
with his argument that the negro 
Should be allowed to handle part of 
the funds from the federal treasury 
before Senator Vardaman suggested 
he had “better take a few days off 
and study the question.” 

When Senator Jones said he was 
Speaking from.the results of his in- 
vestigation of the question, Senator 
Vardaman replied: “Then the senator 
is speaking from the profundity of 
his misinformation.” 

The Mississippi senator wanted to 
know if Senator Jones would be will- 


ing to allow the Japanese to share in 
the | ration of the fund allotted 
to the Pacific states. 

“Yes, if the-Japamese were citizens, 
but they are not,” was the emphatic 


reply. 

“Well, you will “admit,” continued 
Senator Vardaman, “that the Japanese, 
in all the elements that go to make 
up the man, is superior to the negro?” 

No, I do not admit that,” declared 
Senator Jones, and Senator Vardaman 
sat down, remarking, “I can’t argue 
with that kind of a man.” 

He was on his feet again, however, 
when .Sgnator Jones a few minutes 
later mentiéned the progress of the 
negroes. 

Due to Southern Whites. 

“Their progress has veen due to 
what the white man has taught them,” 
insisted the Mississippi senator. “And 
let me say that myself and the other 
white men of the south would do 
more to preserve the negro’s life, lib- 
erty and pursuit of happiness than 
others far away who love them as a 
race and would let them starve at their 
gates.”’ 

Applause from the spectators at this 
point caused Senator Thompson, in the 
chair, to threaten to clear the gal- 
leries. 

The ire of Senator Martin, of Vir- 
ginia, was aroused when Senator Jones 
read a paper he recently had prepared 
on the advance of the negro race. He 
pictured the negro coming out of the 
civil war in a state of oppression and 
poverty. Senator Martin challenged 
every statement as inaccurate, assert- 
ing that the negro woulé be a great 
deal better off if the south were left 
to handle the question under the plan 
it had pursued, than if those from far 
off sought to meddle in the problem. 

Senator Sherman objected to this as 
an assertion that northern senators 
were not capable of dealing with the 
question.

‘che African Methodist church is the 
largest district negro religious or- 
ganization in the world, and most of 
the members and their schools are in 
the south, and most of the bishops and

—many of them are ex-slaves. Ceorgia 
heads the list in giving the church the 
bishops. 

The morning was taken up by hear- 
Ing a sermon by Bishop C. 8S. Smith, 
Db. D., M. D., of Detroit, Mich. Bishop 
Smith is now the presiding bishop of 
Texas. The sermon by him was in 
keeping with the custom of all Meth- 
odist bodies. When the bishops meet, 
they have one of their number to preach 
an annual scermon. Bishop Smith, in 
his sermon, stressed the question of 
world wide evangelism. He claimed 


every great religion known to man 
was born in Europe, as well, said hé, 
as is every great step in the world’s 
progress towards civilization. The choir 
rendered some songs, before Bishop 
Smith began to preach, but when he 
got up to take his text, he reminded 
the people that he was a Methodist 
preacher, and did not feel like preach- 
ing, until some of the formalism had 
been laid aside, and he gave out in an 
old-fashioned Methodist manner, one of 
the old hymns of the Methodist church,
